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Historical medals rake it in <

Demand was strong at the 
London Numismatic Society 
show auction, conducted Sept. 
15 by Jeffrey Hoare Auctions 
(JHA) Inc., with many lots near- 
ing or exceeding the pre-sale 
estimates. 

While Canadian coins and 
notes did well, some of the 
most impressive results were in 
the area of historical medals, a 
longtime strength of JHA. 

“Coins performed well, but 
the sale shows that the market 
for historical medals is doing 
well,” Wendy Hoare said. “In 
most cases the floor bid strong 
against the book.” 

Lot 334, an Indian Chief 
Medal presented by the Prince 
of Wales during his 1860 visit 
to Canada, is a typical example. 
Estimated at $8,000, the medal 
sold for $8,600. All prices in this 
article are hammer prices, and 
do not include any buyer’s fees 
or taxes. 

Several interesting historical 
documents, all dating from the 
later 1790s, made up lot 539.

This silver CNE medal depicting Frederick Banting and the Princes’ 


Gates sold for $220 on a $200 estimate. 


One was a letter delivered to 
the westernmost post office, 
Kingston, by a party of Indians. 
The other two related to the 
“disturbances in the Americas.” 
One was a testimonial for a 
Loyalist who was seeking com- 
pensation, the other certifying 
that a man had served in But- 
ler’s Rangers. Estimated at 
$500, the lot more than tripled 


that, reaching $1,600. 

The highlight was the James 
Spencer Canadian collection of 
silver and gold medals. 

Spencer was a collector of 
British and Commonwealth 
medals who focussed primarily 
on silver items. In addition to 
the Hoare sale, parts of the col- 
lection are being sold in Britain 
and Australia.

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CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, with 
actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business apply 
to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auction. It 
is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By bidding 
or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that these condi- 
tions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any con- 
cluded contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant 
factual material pertaining to the items offered for sale. JHA can not and does 
not undertake full due diligence on every item sold. Buyers therefore have the 
responsibility to carry out their own inspection and investigations to satisfy 
themselves as the nature of the items, which they are interested in buying. We 
specifically draw your attention to Conditions 23 through 28, which limit the 
extent to which the seller and JHA may be liable. We also draw to the attention 
of all sellers, their individual consignment receipt, incorporated herein, which 
sets out the relationship between the “seller” and JHA.

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THE JAMES SPENCER COLLECTION OF CANADIAN SILVER AND GOLD MEDALS 


James Spencer was born in Nottinghamshire, England, in 1946, into a family of auctioneers that had spanned five generations. He started collecting coins at the age 
of eight, then moved on to military campaign medals when he was in his twenties. In 1980 he changed to collecting prize and award medals, because he enjoyed 
their wider variety and found their greater rarity to be an exciting challenge for a collector. ; 


Since 1980 he has collected prize and award medals of Britain, the British Empire and Commonwealth. These include awards by Governor Generals, Schools, 
Universities, Exhibitions, Agricultural and other Societies as well as military-related and sports medals. With a few exceptions, all the medals are engraved with 
award details, including the name of the person to whom it was awarded. ; 
At first, he collected silver and bronze medals, but after he moved from England to work in Taiwan in 1989, he decided to focus almost exclusively on silver medals, 
plus some gold when the opportunity arose. Over the years he upgraded whenever possible by buying earlier or better examples than the ones he already had in his 
collection. :
